Boston Doge Gets Number 10; 
McDade Buys Out Christopher 


BALTIMORE 

As far as the riddle of Boston Doge is 
concerned, the Governor's Gold Cup at 
Bowie on April 16 didn’t solve anything. 
but from a monetary standpoint it was 
the highlight of his career. It was common 
knowledge beforehand that the unbeaten 
Andolino colt is a tartar at three-quarters. 
and successfully has handled 7 furlongs. 
but his line of demarcation still awaits 
discovery. The $30.000. 6-furlong race 
served only to affirm what had been seen 
and heard before. 

Boston Doge’s tenth straight win in as 
many starts was like all the rest. save his 
come-from-behind race in the Bahamas 
Handicap. He tolerated his rivals only as 
long as he cared to. and then. when he felt 
like it, he ran away from them. He 
previously had beaten 3 of the 6 foes 
which faced him in the Gold Cup: Amber’s 
Folly had followed him home 3 times at 
Hialeah Park. 

Probably the best-known horse to come 
out of Boston since Paul Revere’s Brown 
Beauty. the son of The Doge won his 
latest test in more facile fashion than his 
2!,-length margin indicated. He carried 
124 pounds, topping by 4 any impost 
previously shouldered, while maintaining a 
spotless escutcheon. 

After breaking second. Eric Guerin 
settled Boston Doge into stride and allow- 
ed Singalea, Hartsville, and Westward Ho 
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MARYLAND 
by Joe B. Hickey Jr. 


to pace him down the backstretch. Around 
the turns he was pretty well bottled up 
between horses and as the field straighten- 
ed for home Guerin hesitated momentarily 
to ‘determine the best site for launching 
his drive. Singalea. still in front at this 
point. forced the decision when he drifted 
slightly. permitting Guerin to slip 
through on the rail. From there on in it 
was only a matter of how much Boston 
Doge would win by. Seeing himself clear 
inside the sixteenth-pole. Guerin took his 


mount in hand and let momentum do the 
rest. Afterward. he said that the colt had 
tried to lug in and illustrated his point 
with a rail-scuffed left boot. 

There’s no doubt about it. this colt has 
plenty of speed at his command. He moves 
like a sprinter and is built like one. 
although not as heavily developed behind 
as one might expect. 

Amber’s Folly, which had dawdled along 
in the rear during the early running. closed 
well on the circular route to get second, 
a half-length to the fore of Westward Ho. 
Singalea flattened out to fourth after reel- 
ing off the quarter in :2245 and the half 
in :4615. This marked only his third start, 
and. while he has a lot to learn, he may 
prove worthy of stakes competition. 

Eldon Nelson, aboard Chuck Thompson 
(named for a Baltimore sportscaster), 
claimed foul against the winner. charging 
interference entering the far turn. but the 
stewards took no action after viewing the

Inc. The letter was an outspoken 
rebuke to Richardson and Murchison for 
their failure to invest profits from Del 
Mar race track in boys work in San Diego.

The general said he had formed a com- 
mittee of San Diego businessmen and 
civic leaders. and a club house site was 
chosen. “Mr. Murchison never replied to 
any of my communications. but sent word 
that he approved. I have not seen Mr. 
Murchison since September 11. 1954. nor 
have I had any communication except one 
that asked me to reply to a citizen in San 
Diego who opposed the proposed organiza- 
tion of Boys. Inc. It is my considered 
opinion that no money will be transferred 
to Boys. Inc.. for at least 5 vears. if then 


On April 9. Eddie Read. publicity diree- 
tor for Del Mar. explained that Boys. Ine.. 
had abandoned plans to build a new vouth 
center in San Diego because the cost of the 


site was too high and because “youth groups 
already operating in San Diego County 
protested plans of the new group and asked 
that the money be used instead to further 
work they had already started.” 

Read said Murchison and Richardson 
in February personally had pledged $100.- 
000 to assist the Boys’ Club of San Diego. 
After indebtedness on the race track is 
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paid off. he said. 90 per cent of all profits 
will go to Boys. Ine... for charitable 
distribution. 

On April 12) The Blood-Horse wrote 
General Smith asking for further enlight- 
enment. On April 15 he replied: “Permit 
me to say that the original conception of 
Boys. Ine.. as stated in interviews and 
published in newspapers threughout the 
ecuntry. was a noble one. If and when 
this plan is completed it will do immeasur- 
able good for the youth of America.” 

On April Haggarty. vice 
president of the Michigan Racing Associa- 
tion. flew to San Diego to confer with 
Murchison and officials at Del Mar. The 
MRA’s Detroit Race Course. on the point 
of closing a $5.000.000 sale to Boys.

Mineola Purse for 3-yvear-old fillies. run 
on opening day. April 14. Seven’ were 
entered. and nearly all had something to 
recommend them: Charlton Clay's Lea 
Lane. winner of 3 stakes last year: Cain 
Hoy Stables’ entry of Lalun. third in the 
Matron Stakes last year and winner of her 
only start this year. and Java Belle. win- 
ner of her only start: Calumet) Farm’s 
Miss Arlette. winner of the La Centinela 
Stakes at Santa Anita in January: Pin 
Oak Farm’s Bless Pat. which earned money 
in 4 stakes last year and had won her 
only start in 1955: and Claiborne Farm’s 
Courtesy. which finished a head behind 
Sometime Thing in her only race this year. 
The other starter was Jet Girl. 

All of the Mineola starters had been 
nominated for the Ashland Stakes on 
April 21. Keeneland’s principal race for 
3-vear-old fillies. Two prominent Ashland 
candidates were missing: Delta. an over- 
night scratch. and Myrtle’s Jet. still in 
New York. 

Of Delta’s serateh. A. B. Hancock Jr. 
said. “She’s fit. She didn’t need the race.” 

If first money had been awarded on 
appearance. Lalun. a daughter of the high- 
class race mare Be Faithful. probably 
would have been the winner. Lea Lane. 
making her first start of the year. was very 
light in flesh. but the bettors made her a 
6-5 favorite. 

Courtesy. first away from the gate. was 
displaced quickly by the slow-starting Java 
Belle. which repulsed runs by Lea Lane 
and Miss Arlette on the stretch turn be- 
fore giving away to Bless Pat in the final 
furlong. Courtesy also showed a good 
stretch drive. beating Java Belle a neck for 
second. Lalun. off slowly. moved to fourth. 
as Miss Arlette and Lea Lane dropped 
to fifth and sixth.

TROTSEK’S SCHOOL. Trotsek. who 


was born in Cicero. LL. a short distance 
from Sportsman’s Park and Hawthorne. 
entered racing as a jockey in 1926 and 
rode for 3 years before weight put him on 
the ground. After he began operating a 
public stable. Trotsek each year accepted a 
few boys who wanted to become jockeys. 
“It seemed to me that young boys who 
wanted to be jockeys ought to have more 
of an opportunity to find out what it is 
all about.” 

Since many trainers refuse to accept 
young boys. Trotsek does not lack applica- 
tions. He has had trainees with his stable 
almost every year since 1935. One of his 
earliest students was Maurice Berger. who 
rode 339 winners from 1939 until weight 
got him in 1941. Trotsek still believes 
Berger is the best rider he ever developed. 
although several other students have be- 
come better known. . 

In 1944 he agreed to manage a jockey 
school established at the old Detroit race 
track. and the school produced several 
outstanding riders. including Ken Church. 
William M. Cook. Lois C. Cook. Jimmy 
Duff. and Johnny Breckons. The track co- 
operated with the school by carding races 
restricted to novice riders. The school was 
discontinued when the Michigan Racing 
Association bought the track. 

“Of course. a boy needs a lot of time 
around the stable before he is ready to 
ride in a race. But he gets to a point where 
he needs some race experience and yet 
is not ready to compete against experienc- 
ed jockeys.” the trainer said. 

Among Trotsek’s recent developments is 
Johnny Heckmann, who in the last 2 years 
has been a prominent rider. 

Trotsek has a long training program for 
future jockeys. “They begin by mucking 
out stalls and riding the pony. Then they 
move up to yearlings. and finally to ex- 
ercising the older horses. Of course, some 
bovs move much faster than others. John 
Sellers. who already has ridden several 
races. has only been with me for about a 
year. bui he had quite a bit of experience 
riding Quarter Horses before he came to 
me. The boy without any experience needs 
2 to 3 vears to learn the fundamentals.” 

There are 4 boys. in addition to Sellers. 
now with the stable. Three of them prob- 
ably will be ready to ride before the end 
of the year. They are Jimmy Fowler. of

The Department of Agriculture early this year estimated that 600,000 acres in the 
United States were irrigated for the first time in 1954, that the total irrigated acreage 
now exceeds 3 million, and that another 20 million acres could be irrigated profitably. 
Irrigation companies claim that the last figure should be 50 million. 

To help acquaint Thoroughbred farm owners and managers with some of the 
facts and many of the guesses. The Blood-Horse has prepared a series of 3 articles. 
This. the first part, answers some of the questions most frequently asked about irriga- 
tion, the second will report on results obtained on irrigated farms throughout the U. S.. 
and the last in the series will describe the installation of a system on a large Thor- 


oughbred farm in Kentucky. 


Q. What are the types of irrigation 
systems, and how do they differ? 


The oldest is surface irrigation, which 
involves flooding a field or using irriga- 
tion ditches through and around a field. 
It is practical only where the land is 
level and where a large water supply is 
available. 

The type most used today is sprinkler 
irrigation, which employs pressure to con- 
vey water through pipelines and to operate 
rotating sprinklers. It can be used on 
level or sloping land, can be adapted to 
any size farm. This articles deals primarily 
with sprinkler irrigation, which is one 
type used throughout the country. 

A variation of sprinkler irrigation is 
the use of gated pipe. which discharges 
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water through holes spaced every 3 feet 
along the pipe. 


Which crops are best to irrigate? 

Irrigation shows the greatest return on 
crops of high cash value. such as vege- 
tables. tobacco. corn. alfalfa. Pasture 
irrigation is most profitable for dairy 
cattle. where the cost is repaid by increas- 
ed milk production. Pasture irrigation for 
beef cattle or other livestock will allow 
more days of grazing. but will not show a 
profit unless a large number of animals 
are grazed. However. if a farmer buys a 
system for crops. he usually can expand it 
for use on his pastures at small extra 
cost. Pasture irrigation for profit is of 
doubtful merit when the system is not 
used for any other purpose. 


(Questions and Answers 


About a Growing Industry 


How often should crops and pastures 
be irrigated? 


Your goal is continuous growth. Once 
plants have been stopped by lack of water, 
they never fully recover either in yield or 
in quality. The decision as to when to 
irrigate cannnot be based on_ surface 
appearance. “Moisture meters” record the 
amount of moisture in the soil at various 
depths. Or the farmer can devise his own 
method of testing. 


Soil should be tested at the root level 
and slightly below. If it crumbles and 
will not hold together, moisture content 
is poor; if it is somewhat crumbly but 
holds together, content is fair; if it can 
be formed into a ball, content is good. 
If the ball is pliable and a sheen of clear 
water comes to the surface when the ball 
is squeezed. content is excellent. The 
soil should not be worse than fair be- 
fore irrigation, and irrigation should not 
be delayed because it looks like rain. 
If the farmer follows recommendations 
of the Soil Conservation Service and his 
irrigation dealer. he will not have too 
much water, even if irrigation is followed 
by heavy rain. 
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How much water should be applied 
during each irrigation period? 

Many new owners of irrigation systems 
make numerous small applications, believ- 
ing that they lessen the chance of a heavy 
rain damaging crops. This type of irriga- 
tion seldom is successful. When crops need 
irrigation they need a thorough applica- 


tion. In Kentucky it is recommended that 
from 1-to-l14% inches of water be applied 
for each application on vegetables and 
tobacco, 2-to-3 inches on alfalfa. 115-to-2 
inches on established pasture. and one inch 
on seeding of pasture or grains. Informa- 


tion for other areas may be obtained from 


the Soil 


Conservation Service or from 
state agricultural colleges. 
How fast should water be applied? 
This depends upon the soil-infiltration 
rate. Before an irrigation system is design- 
ed and installed. the soil-infiltration rate 
must be checked. and the system designed

It had been a long time between Ex- 
celsiors for the Whitney family. but Fish- 
erman finally completed a double started 
by Blackstock on April 27, 1903. On that 
day William Collins Whitney’s colt be- 
came the first winner of the Excelsior 
Handicap in the first season of racing at 
Jamaica. On. April 16, 1955, Fisherman 
won the 48th running of the 1,';-mile 
event in the same blue silks and brown 
cap which the Whitney family has made 
famous. At least they were the same 
colors to all but the keenest eyes. which 
may have noticed the slight change. The 
jacket is no longer classified as “Eton” 
blue. but merely blue. being a few shades 
lighter. 

It would be hard to imagine a_ better 
performance than the one given by Fish- 
erman in the Excelsior. He allowed each 
of his 8 opponents a shot at him during 
the running and turned them all back 
with his odd stride. He thrilled one and 
all of the 41.880 at Jamaica. including 
one man who has been around since a few 
seasons after Blackstock won. As Fisher- 
man held off Joe Jones in the stretch 
run. this gentleman kept muttering. “As 
game as they come, as game as they come. 
as game as they come... keeping 
rhythm with Fisherman’s stride for the 
last eighth. 


The little fellow—he’s really not so 
small. but is one of those perfectly bal- 
anced mechanisms which is se compact 
that it gives the impression of being small 
—looked his best for the Excelsior and was 
faced with a stern task. It was only his 
second start of the year and he was asked 
by handicapper Jimmy Kilroe to concede 
from 7 to 18 pounds to his field. Actually 
he would have been forced to give 28 
pounds to Count Cain, had the horse not 
been scratched. With Count Cain out the 
role of lightweight went to Resilient 
with 108. 


Resilient took this light burden to the 
fore as soon as possible after George 
Cassidy sent the field on its way. but he 
was unable to out-scamper Fabulist for the 
rail around the sharp first turn. The latter. 
carrying only 111, benefited from the rid- 
ing of the meeting’s leading jockey. Bill 
Boland. and the training of Jamaica’s top 
conditioner. Carey Winfrey. and continued 
to lead down the backstretch while run- 
ning a quarter in :24 and a_ half-mile 
in :4735.

first. was in third place 
under Hedley Woodhouse until the far 
turn was reached.

Fisherman eligible to some stakes events 
on the other side of the Atlantic. It seems 
improbable. however. that Fisherman 
would be deprived of spending his third 
August in Saratoga. so the guess here is 
that if he goes abroad it will not be until 
late fall. 


NEWCOMER. It is) seldom that an 
owner may breeze into racing and quickly 
find himself with a good colt. The chance 
of entering the sport with 2 good Thor. 
oughbreds still less. Charles Ulrich 
Bay may not have the best of anything, 
but he certainly has a head start. 

The former ambassador to Norway  pur- 
chased 4 yearlings last season and it ap- 
pears that he might be able to regain 
the entire purchase price of $76,000 with 
the 4 fast legs of a colt named Noorsaga, 
which got an 8-length victory here recent: 
ly. The yachting enthusiast also has a 
son of Coaltown named Viking Victory, 
which may garner enough cash to fit out 
a ship the size of the Enterprise.

First of last year’s leading 2-year-olds 
to make an appearance at 3 was Razza 
Dormello-Olgiata’s Ribot (Tenerani— 
Romanella. by El Greco). which on March 
6 easily won a 7!5-furlong race at Pisa. 
beating a stablemate. The second and 
third colts in the Free Handicap. Razza 
del Soldo’s Gail and Razza di Rozzano’s 
Zagros. met in the Trentatresimo Trien- 
nale Italiano (Milan. March 27. 1.800.000 
lire. one mile). They followed the pace 
made by Gail's stablemate. and near the 
finish met stout opposition from Grand 
Rapide (Macherio—Gatta  Ladra. by 
Crapom). which had ranked 32 pounds 
below Gail in the Handicap Optional. 
Zagros gave up the struggle a furlong 
out. and Gail (Aristeo—Gaia. by El 
Greco) won by only half a length from 
Grand Rapide. Zagros. third. was 5 lengths 
farther back. 

Ribot and Gail were expected to meet 
for the first time as 3-year-olds in the 
Premio Emaneule Filiberto. 

The Italian equivalents of the One 
Thousand and Two Thousand Guineas. 
run at Rome. went to Theodorica and 
Vasco de Gama. both of which had been 
ranked 21 pounds below Ribot in’ the 
Handicap Optional. 

Dormello-Olgiata’s Theodorica (Owen 
Tudor—Takamura. by Navarro) had run 
twice at 2. winning her first race and 
losing the second to Zampogna. In_ the 
Premio Elena (Rome. March 27. one mile. 
1.800.000 lire) she met Chiadina. Zam- 
pogna. and Maenza. rated respectively 10. 
4. and 2 pounds above her in the free 
handicap. But there was no race: Theo- 
dorica won by 15 lengths from Chiadina 
and Zampogna. 

Chiadina (Aristeo—Chiloe. by Orseni- 
go) evidently was considered be in 
better form when she went against colts 
in the Premio del Jockey Club (Rome. 
April 3. one mile. 3.600.000 lire), as she 
was ridden by Razza del Soldo’s first 
jockey. Her stablemate Vasco de Gama 
(Souverain—Vampa. by Pilade) was as- 
signed the work of making the early pace. 
but he remained in front from. start to 
finish. winning by 114 lengths 
Chiadina. Grand Rapide 
three-quarters of a length for second place. 
Razza Dormello-Olgiata’s filly Verroechia 
was unplaced.

and headquarters. We now have a physical 
set-up which makes more constructive 
action possible.” 


He said the club had held a round- 
table discussion at Keeneland and had led 
a conference in California on over-supply 
of race horses. Both were successful. yet 
they could have been even better had 
club officers been able to devote more time 
to them. 


“The TCA should be a source of in- 
formation for those within racing and for 
those who sell Thoroughbred racing to the 
public. It also should be a source of in- 
formation for those who would defend rac- 
ing in time of crisis. Conducting this 
information bureau would require the 
services of a capable. full-time man. 


“T believe that the TCA has arrived at 
the crossroads. The members will have to 
decide whether they want a continuance 
of the informal approach to racing’s prob- 
lems or whether they want to take positive 
action to assume constructive leadership 
in promoting the Thoroughbred industry.”

Murchison’s plans to construct a new youth 
center for Boys. Inc.. “because the expendi. 
ture of available funds for use by the 
existing Boys’ Club of San Diego would 
be of greater community benefit.” He 
acknowledged receipt of $25,000 from 
Murchison and Richardson and the pledge 
of $75.000 more by January 1. 1956. 

Meanwhile. church and civie groups in 
Livonia. Mich... home of the Detroit Race 
Course. appezled to Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams to block the sale of the track to 
“any so-called charity organization.” State 
Sen. Carlton Morris. Republican floor 
leader. introduced a bill to outlaw the sale 
of any Michigan race track to a charitable 
organization. racing commissioner 
James H. Inglis revealed he had_ received 
numerous communications from church 
groups protesting the sale.

to furnish water at the proper rate. If 
the application rate exceeds the infiltra- 
tion rate. water and soil will run off. 
Most of the bare clay soil in Kentucky 
can not take more than .4 inch per hour. 
Certain sandy soils can take as much as 
2 inches per hour. 


How much irrigation water is lost by 
evaporation? 

As much as 20 per cent if the humidity 
is low and the temperature is high. 
Operating the system at night will reduce 
evaporation loss to about one or 2 per 
cent. 


Will irrigation burn crops if it is done 
during the heat of day? 


Vegetables should be irrigated while the 
sun is high so that leaves can dry before 
night. 


What equipment is necessary for a 
sprinkler system? 

A large. dependable source of water. a 
pump. an electric motor or internal- 
combustion engine to power the pump. 
main line and lateral irrigation pipes. 
couplers for each section of pipe. valves 
to regulate the flow of water. risers to 
elevate the sprinklers to the proper height 
for the crop being irrigated. and rotating 
sprinkler heads. 


What is the total cost? 

Initial outlay probably will range up- 
ward from $600. (If a water supply is 
available. 5 or 6 acres might be irrigated 
for $600. The cost per acre declines as the 
acreage increases). The farmer should 
attempt to get at least 2 estimates and 2 
sets of designs. and he should go over the 
designs with his county agent or a repre- 
sentative of the Soil Conservation Service. 
Since the irrigation business is com- 
paratively new. special care must be exer- 
cised to avoid mistakes. A poorly designed 
system is almost worthless. 


Are there any basic rules which should 
be followed in the layout of an irriga- 
tion system? 


Although each should be adapted to the 
particular requirements of the farm. there 
are several general rules: 

1. Main should be laid 
predominant land slopes. 

2. Laterals should be laid across slope. as 
nearly level as possible to minimize 
pressure variation. 

3. Laterals should be laid parallel to rows. 


lines down 


and rows should run across prevailing 
winds. 

4. If a choice of water source is available. 
the location nearest to the center of the 
design area will result in the most 
economical use of pipe size. 
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Total variation in pressure on laterals 
should be held to 20 per cent. 


Stand-by laterals should be used to 
avoid loss of time between settings. 


What is the best source of water for a 
sprinkler system? 


Creeks and rivers often are good sources. 
but unless the stream maintains a high 
level throughout the summer it is not 
practical. Several states limit a farmer's 
use of streams. The 1954 Kentucky Gen- 
eral Assembly passed a law specifying 
that water in any natural stream is a 
natural resource of the Commonwealth and 
is subject to control and regulation. Sec 
tions from the law: 


~The owner of land contiguous to public water 
shall at all times have the right to the use of 
water therefrom in the quantity necessary to satisfy 
his needs for domestic purposes. which shall in- 
clude household 


water for drinking 


water for livestock, poultry, and domestic animals. 


purposes, 


The use of water for such domestic purposes shall 
have priority and be superior to any and all other 
uses. 

“The owner of land contiguous toe public water 
shall have the right to such reasonable use of th’. 
water for other than domestic purposes as will not 
deny the use of such water to other owners for 


domestic purposes. or impair existing uses of 
owners heretofore established, or unreasonably inter- 


fere with a benefical use by other owners. 

“An owner or group of owners of land contigu 
water) shall) have the right to 
impound and conserve such

water for their use by 
behind a the 


natural stream bed or on their land by pumping 


water 


such water from the stream or lake to a reservoir 
when the flow in the stream or the level of the 
lake is in excess of existing reasonable uses. An 
obstruction placed across a natural stream shall 
provide an outlet for the release of water which 


the owner is not entitled to use under this act. 


and the owner shall operate the outlet in accord. 
ance with this provision.” 

This law does not mention irrigation, but 
the use of water for irrigation probably 
would be allowed if the court approved 
the use as “reasonable.” No case testing 
the use of stream water for irrigation has 
been tried in a Kentucky court. 

There are 2 other primary sources— 
wells Wells are not 
areas where large 
amounts of water are found close to the 
surface. 

Irrigation reservoirs and farm ponds 
should not be considered synonymous. Few 
ponds are large enough or sealed well 
enough to provide an adequate source. W. 
D. Adams. an engineer of the Soil Con- 
Service. says 1.3 acre-feet of 
water (an acre-foot of water is equal to 
approximately 325.000 gallons) should be 
stored for each acre of alfalfa to be 
irrigated and one acre-foot shouid be 
stored for each acre of a field crop to be 
irrigated. A half-acre pond with an aver- 
age depth of 4 feet would hold enough 
water to irrigate only 2 acres.

Adequate irrigation reservoirs usually 
can be constructed at low cost. but a farm- 
er should not attempt the job without 
help. The University of Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Extension Division has a booklet. 
“Earth Dams for Reservoirs.” which gives 
many helpful hints. The Soil Conserva- 
tion Service will help plan a_ reservoir. 
and if a farmer will follow the SCS 
recommendations the government usually 
will share the expense. 

A farmer often can not wait for nature 
to fill his reservoir. If his farm adjoins a

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stream. he can pump water from the 
stream into his reservoir during the spring 
months when the water level is high. 
Using his irrigation system for the pump- 
ing. a big water reserve can be acquired 
at almost no cost. 


What type and size pump should be 
used? 

Two types of pumps. centrifugal and 
turbine, are used with irrigation systems. 
The centrifugal type is the most common 
and the least expensive. Its disadvantage 
is that it can not be used if the highest 
point in the system is more than 20 feet 
above the water source. Turbine pumps 
have the advantage of low maintenance 
and long life. 

The size of the pump is determined by 
the number of gallons to be pumped per 
minute and the amount of pressure needed 
at the sprinkler head. Usually it is cheaper 
to buy a pump to meet current 
rather than one which will allow for 
future expansion of the system. If a large 
pump is bought for a small job. the 
pump’s low efficeney will jump costs. 


needs. 


What type of power is recommended 
for use with the pump? 

Electric internal-combustion 
engines are used to power the pump. 
Electric motors usually offer the cheapest 
form of power while the system is in opera- 
tion but they have 3 disadvantages: 


motors or 


1. Most utility companies charge a flat 
monthly rate. whether or not the moto. 
is used. A farmer who uses a motor for 
10 days during the year pays the same 
rate as a farmer who uses a motor 365 
days. 


te 


Electric motors are less mobile if more 
than one water source is to be used. 


Many farm power lines are not large 
enough to handle an electric motor. 
Single phase lines can not handle more 


than 5-7 H. P. 


Three other power sources are used ex- 
tensively—tractors. gasoline-powered en- 
diesel engines. Tractors 
are used by many farmers to reduce initial 
outlay. If the system can function properly 
with a tractor operating at less than 80 
per cent of its capacity a tractor is a 
satisfactory source of power. (If a tractor 
is rated at 50 H. P.. it should not be 
required to furnish more than 40 H. P. to 
operate the irrigation pump.) 


gines. 


A gasoline engine. usually mounted on 
a small trailer. is the most common source 
of power for irrigation pumps. Its advant- 
ages are mobility. easy installation. and 
relatively low initial cost. The disadvant- 
ages are a lower efficiency and a higher 
maintenance cost than with either electric 
motors or diesel engines. 

Diesel engines usually are used only 
with larger systems. They can be used 


more constantly than gasoline engines, 


and are exceptionally durable. 
What size pipe should be used? 
The size should be determined by an 
irrigation engineer. Two general rules: 


1. The main line pipe should be larger 
than the lateral pipe to insure greatest 
efficiency. 


. The pipe should be large enough to 
keep friction loss to a minimum. The 
smaller the pipe, the smaller the cost, 
the larger the friction loss. A high 
friction creates uneven pressures 
at the sprinkler heads. causing uneven 
water distribution. 


loss 


How should lateral pipe be spaced? 


Laterals should be at least 60 feet apart, 
If the distance is less. labor cost of mov. 
ing the pipe will be disproportionate. The 
distance between sprinkler heads should 
not exceed 65 per cent of the diameter of 
sprinkler coverage. If the overlap is less, 
there will be dry spots in the field. 


Under what pressure should sprinklers 
operate? 


The pressure will depend upon the crop, 
soil infiltration rate, application — rate, 
and the capacity of the system. Pressure 
at the sprinkler heads can be varied from 
10 pounds per square inch to 100 pounds 
per square inch. Most systems operate

What is the job of the coupler? 


Efficient couplers are necessary for an 
efficient’ system. The U. S. Bureau of 
Reclamation’s description of the require- 
ments for a coupler: “It must not leak 
under pressure. should be designed for 
connecting and disconnecting by the opera- 
tor at the center of the pipe. should be 
flexible for laying the line over moderately 
rough and uneven ground, should be light 
in weight. should keep risers upright. 
should be rugged enough to stand hard 
usage. and should permit quick draining 
of water when pressure is released.” 


Where may irrigation equipment be 
purchased? 

Many farm-equipment stores now sell 
irrigation equipment. If there is not a 
dealer nearby. write ALCOA. Pittsburgh 
19. or Reynolds Metals Company. Louis- 
ville. Ky. These 2 companies manufacture 
most of the sprinkler-irrigation pipe used 
in the U. S.. and they will refer requests 
to dealers who design and supply complete 
systems. 

What should a farmer expect from an 
irrigation dealer? 


A code proposed) by the American 


Society of Agricultural) Engineers in- 


cludes the following sections: 


Application rate 
Determination of the proper rate of 
application shall be the responsibility of 
the person designing the system. 


System capacity 
The system shall have the capacity to 
meet the peak moisture demands of each 
and all crops irrigated within the area 
for which it is designed. 


Uniformity of water application 

Differences in pressures at the sprinklers 
should be kept to a minimum to assure 
reasonably uniform distribution of water 
over the entire design area. A common 
rule. which should be adhered to as closely 
as practicable. is to limit pressure differ- 
ences along a sprinkler lateral to 20 per 
cent of the higher pressure. Water must 
be applied in a manner which will not 
couse direct physical damage to plants or 
fruit. 


Dealer responsibility 
When the system is planned by a dealer 
or his representative. the dealer assumes 
full responsibilty for the proper design of 
the system he proposes to furnish. Design 
requirements to fit the system to condi- 
tions of soil. topography. water supply. and 
crop enterprise must be ascertained by the 
dealer either directly or by obtaining such 


information from recognized reliable 
sources. 

When the design requirements are 
furnished in writing by the purchaser. the 
dealer's responsibility is limited to the 
design of the system to meet the stated 
conditions. 

When plans specifications are 
furnished in writing by the purchaser. the 
dealer's responsibility is limited to supply- 
ing equipment which will satisfy the 
requirements of the specifications furnish- 
ed. 

When the purchaser buys the system 
piecemeal. he absolves all dealers of 
responsibility for the performance of the 
system as a unit. 


Proper installation 

The dealer or his representative assumes 
full responsibility for the proper installa- 
tion of the system. 

Wiring starting equipment for 
electrically operated plans must comply 
with approved standards. Electric motors 
must be provided with overload and low- 
protection. Internal-combustion 
engines must be provided with protective 
devices. Thermostats must be supplied that 
stop the engine when the water or oil 
temperatures exceed the safety point.

Equipment warranty 

The dealer or dealers assuming re- 
sponsibility for the installation of the 
system must furnish warranties covering 
the quality of material and workmanship 
of each piece of equipment furnished in 
accordance with the original manufactur- 
ers guarantee. and provide for the replace- 
ment of defective parts shown to have 
failed because of poor quality materials 
or poor workmanship. 


Vaintenance and repair service 
selling sprinkler irrigation 


systems in a territory should maintain an 


Dealers 


inventory of replaceable parts and required 


equipment repair service. The extent of 
this available service should) be such 
that users in the territory would be 
assured of reasonable service which would 
avoid crop loss due to shutdown of a 
system for replacements or repairs. 


Most dealers are members of the 
Sprinkler Irrigation Association which has 
a code less extensive than the one quoted 
above. A farmer may not get his dealer 
to agree to all of the above points. but 
the more points he agrees to the better 
the chance for complete satisfaction. It is 
wise to ask the dealer for the names of 
other farmers for whom he has installed 
systems. and to check with each farmer 
to determine if the system and the service 
have been satisfactory. 


What maintenance does an irrigation 
system require? 


When the system is in regular use: 

. Keep the gaskets as clean as possible. 
. Keep the grease cup on the pump filled. 
. Check oil quantity and quality each 
time the engine is stopped. 

. Check the strainer on the in-take pipe 
regularly. 

. Flush system with clear water after

each application of fertilizer. 


When the system is to be placed in 


storage: 


1. Drain, flush, and refill ball bearings 
once a year. More bearings are ruined 
by over-lubrication than under-lubrica. 
tion. 

. Remove the pressure-seal gaskets from 
the couplings. wash with soap. and store 
in a drum of clear water. 

3. Store pipe and couplers 6 inches off 
the ground. preferably indoors. They 
should not be stored on fertilizer sacks, 

4. Drain the pump. 

5. Drain the engine block and _ radiator, 

6. Fill engine cylinders with oil to prevent 
freezing during winter. 

. Change oil filter and check oil bath 
cleaner.

One of the first foals from Battlefield’s first crop is the filly shown above with her dam, *Nymphe Menalippe, 
at Mereworth Farm. *Nymphe Menalippe raced in France and England and when she won the Strawberry Girl 
Stakes in the latter country she defeated Teherany, half sister to “Masaka, whch sold for $105,000 at Keeneland 
last fall. 


The Battlefield filly, her second foal, is of more than average interest at Mereworth inasmuch as Battlefield 
is out of the Mereworth-bred mare, Dark Display, a daughter of the noted race horse and sire, Display, which 
also was bred by Mereworth. Battlefield, leading 2-year-old of 1950, won $474,727. Riant, a stakes-winning mare 
bred by Mereworth and a new member of the Mereworth broodmare band, is being bred to Battlefield this 
season. 


She has 
been bred this season to Battlefield’s sire, War Relic. A War Relic filly, out of the stakes-winning mare,
